CAPTURE OF THE TARTAR GENERAL. 

Contemporaneously with these operations, the French had followed 
the course of the ramparts to the West-gata’ and closed it. Leaving a 
detachment to secure this exit, the main body struck inwards for the 
lofty poles which marked the site of the palace of the Tartar General. 
Here, if anywhere, resistance was to be expected. But all was hollow- 
ness—all sham! ‘They had come to force a palatial fortress; thoy 
found a rank wilderness—colossal courtyards, grass-grown and mildew; 
habitations with space for an Lmperial army, but not safe to the tread ot 
a single soldier; vast, empty, rotting halls where bats in thousands 
were clinging to the roofs, and where the floors were inches decp it 
thew ordure. Upon Peh-kwei's table was found a return frou Ube 
Tartar General, saying that he had 7,000 Tartar troops under his com- 
Where were they? Certainly they were not, und had net for 
many years been, in this yamun. The Tartar General must have lived 
here almost alone. A hundred men would have trodden down this rauk 
yrass, and dispossessed these horrible clustering bats. A few days ation, 
several English and French officers came to allot the yamun for quarters, 
After close inspection, they came to the conclusion that there were only 
two rooms ft for the dwelling of a civilised man. From one ot t

close by. 
YEH IN CUSTODY, 

We must now go back to the general starting-point, und accompany 
the chase after Yeh, which is described with some variations. ‘The 
“Times * correspondent says : 

Mr. Consul Parkes, who was attached as interpreter to Colonel 
Holloway’s party, arrived too late, and was without an escort. While 
he was deploring his ll luck, he met with Commodore Elliot, who, tired 
by Mr. Parkes telling him that he had some information as to Yeh's 
lurking-place, agreed. upon his own responsibility, to accompany him 
with one huuadred blue-jackets. Mr. Parkes expected to find Yel at 
the fuperial library, but upon arriving at that high-tithed edifices lu 
found only a great empty house, At length a Chinaman was found 
deep in study. Drawn from his hiding-place and submitted to a sharp 
interrogatory, he confessed bit by bit that Yeh had been there, but hed 
Jeft some days before. At last he even thought he knew where le was 

nearly three miles off, somewhere at the south-west corner of the city, 
iu a staull yamun of one of the lieutenant-governors. ‘Taking this 
“ student’ along with them, the party now proeseded to the Governor's 
yamnun, ‘The Governor was by this time in custody of Colonel Holle- 
way, and the Admiral and the General had arrived there. An exami- 
ution took place, and the Governor, after some admonition, adinitted 
that lie also knew Yeh's retreat, and named the same place which the 
student had named. fle was mude to send a second guide, and the two 
Chinuwes were placed in front of the blue-jackets. 

\t last the guides called a halt at the door of a third-rate yamun, 
which appeared closed and deserted. The doors were forced open, and 
the Ldue-jackets were all over the place in a moment. Tt was evident 
that they were now on the right scent. ‘The place was full of hastily- 
parked baggage. Mundarins were running about, and at last one eae 
forward and delivered hugself up as Yeh. But he was not fat enough. 
Parkes pushed him aside, ay, hurrying on, they at last spied a very 
fut imun, coptemplating the achievement of getting over the wall at the 
extreme year of the yamun. Captain Key and Commodore J\liot’s 
coxswain rushed forward. Key took the fat gentleman round the 
waist, and te coxswain twisted the august tail of the Liperial Com- 
wissionery round his fist. There was no mistake now—this was the 
veritable Yeh. Lystinetively the blue-jaekets felt it must be Yeh, and 
they tossed up their hats aud gave three rattling cheers. [He trembled 
violently when he was taken, he strenuously denied his identity; and 
it was uot till Mr. Parkes had several times had the satisfaction and 
tiumoh of assuring his old enemy of his personal safety, that he grew 
composed, As soon, however, as be felt himself sate, all his arvosanes 
returned. de posed himself magnificently in his chair, He laughed 
at the idea of viving up his seals, and also at the idea of his beiug led 
away. He would wait there to receive the men Elgin and Gros. Tie 
pews of the capture was sent to head-quarters ; Colonel Hoeker was 
despatched with a strong body of Marines, and Yeh again tremled as 
he entered his chair a captive. 

Before the yreat joss-house on Magazine Hill, is a collegiate quad- 
rangle, which had now become the British head-quarters. On this day 
the eolonnade of the small quadrangle was loosely thronged by post- 
captains and colonels and smaller barbarian Mandarins, The news 
that the city had been dragged, and all the big fish taken had spread. 
Hveryoue Was auxious to see the prisoners brought in, First marched 
Peh-kwei, and after him, with rolling step, alinost gigantic in stature, 
and immense bulk, came the Tartar General. J1e is six feet four biel. 
They were ushered into a small room at the end of the colonnade, ‘The 
two Mandarins took their seats as though they had come of their own 
tree will to pay az ordinary visit. 

Room for the great Mandarin. Preeeded by Colonel Hocker, with 
his sword drawn, accompanied by Commodore Elliot and Captain Key, 
and followed by two tiles of Marines, waddles the great Yeh himnsel!. 
He is not ushered into the sujall room, but into the Sdimiral’s room. If 
he had had six headsuaey in his train, and if all had stood kidnapped 
men before him, he eould not have held his bead umore hauglitily. 

After some salutations, the English Admiral inquired about some 
prisoners which he was suspected to have in his eustedy. He appeared 
to have misunderstood the question, for he replied, ‘* Those eighteen 
men were iny prisoners of war. I took a great deal of trouble about 
those persons, to haye them properly buried. I can show you their 
graves at this day.” “ What eighteen men were they?’’ asked the 
Admiral, ‘‘aud when were they taken?’ How can [ tell you who 
they were, aud how can J remember when they were taken? You were 
fighting from Qetober till January, when you were beaten off and ex- 
pelled, and your ships ran away. It was during this time.”’ 

It was evidently not consistent with the dignity of the Admirals and 
Generals to prolong this conversation. After a moment's consultation, 
they directed Mr. Parkes to assure “his Excellency’ that every care 
would be taken for his personal safety and convenience, but that he 
would be removed for the present on board ship. ‘I don’t see any 
necessity tor going on beset ship,” replied his Excellency, “TI ean do 
everything that requires to be done just as well here.” But when 
Yelrobserved that the Admirals were grave and impassible, and that - 
they were about to retire, his eyes roved round the room again in terror, 
and he added, ** Well, I will aceept your invitation. In fuet, I shill 
Le very glad to have an opportunity of seeing one of your ships.” It 
was more than an hour, however, and after frivolous delays, that he was 
at last fairly seated in bis chair. As he progressed, with his escort ot 
Marines, along the walls to the landing-place, Be mast a gang of our Com- 
missariat Coolies, who are said to have put down their loads and saluted 
him with a roar of laughter.

TRIAL OF THE PARIS CONSPIRATORS. 
Tur trial of the four prisoners charged with attempting to assassinate 
the Emperor of the French took place at Paris on Thursday week. 


Gomez was the first to enter the dock: he is described asa‘ re- |

He was in this position when he met Bernard, to 
whom he apitied for employment, and who promised to procure him 
some, Pierri, to whom Bernard recomended him, promised him 336 
franes and Ys. a week for his wife if he would follow him to Paris, which 
he did, and when there he told dim what he was fo de.

‘The 
forcign policy of the Governmemt gen: would be directed to the muain- 
tenance of friendly relations with ali 4, mieetoremal:; it would nei- 
ther take a tone of haughty intimidation nor of servile submission. If 
differences should ayise, the Government would cudeavour to arrange them 
by a frank explanation. If any remains of ammiosiiy existed from the war 
in which this country had been involved with Kussia, he trusted that fecling 
would speedily be replaced by the friendly relations that formerly existed 
between England and that country. Bui of all our allminca, uf Uhere was 
one they should more than snother seck to maintain, it wos the allianee with 
our nearest neighbour —! vireof France. Everything romdered a pood 
understanding between Eugland and France necessary io the 1 of the 
world, which was endanyered by any quar] or even coolness betwee ther, 
England could have no wish but forthe wealth, the prosperity, and conteit- 
ment of France, to which, with its great resources, nothing was necessiy 

but the absence of internal politieal commotion. That was the best Govein= 
ment for Franes which best suited the temper and disposition of ita people, 
but it was most importané that it should not be subject to perpetual change.

Is represented the general fecling of the great and noble army of France, 
use true valour never inditeed in bombast, As to the furcign exiles in 
ind, although the provided penalties for crime committed here, it 
mpossibie to put the law da for rithont an overt act. It was most 
unfortunate Chat, tevethes with the bill introduced by the lute Government, 
a despateh was made public, unaccompanied by any answer or explanation. 
That despateh would be answered, and, he trusted, in a manner that would 
remove all irritation from the minds of the people of this country. Under 
all circumsianees, and without distinetion, the right of asylum would be 
maintained inviolable, but it was an intolerable grievance that persons 
having that protection should by their acts involve or embroil England with 
its allies, As to the home poliey of the Government, he first referred to the 
India Bill. A majority of the House of Conimons had affirmed the proposi- 
tion to trausfir the supreme authority in that Empire to the Crown. That 
decision would vory seriously affect the position of the East India Company. 
Lt was the intention of the Government to introduce this session a measure 


that would seeure most of the objects of the bill of the late ministry, and at 
Tle 


the same tine be free from some objections to which that bill was liable, 
thought abstract ations of policy of lite or no use, but the 
course of the Government woukl be that whieh might naturally be expected 
from it. It would firmly and strenuously inaintain the great institutions of 
the country, but not hesitate to propose meatatres of progress and improves 
ment where amendments might be safely made. As to an amendment of 
the present system of representation, he believed the House of Commons, 
under the last Reform Bill, had fairly represented the poople; he should 
have been satisfied if on a question so exciting no alteration had been de 
numnded. Bat for three or forr years the demand had not only been inade 
but protuised by successive Governments, and ocea:ionally in specches from 
the Throne. He would not pledge lumself new to introduce any bill of the 
kind, But sVON Ss the prose: iementary busine lowed, he 
would carefully consider the defi ing system or representation, 
with an ecenest desire that this greut questiow should no lone 
with. Ile hoped next session to be able to introduce a measa 
though it may not ple vone, woul, beacrepted as fiir ail re nable. 
In couclusion, he expressed a hope that it would be found in any event that 
he had sustained his political charwetor, and loft the iaterests of the country 
in no worse condition than he found them. 

Lord Granviine hal no objection to mak» to Lord Derby’s statement, 
but defended the general policy of the late Government, particularly in ree 
ference to the Russian, Porsian, and Chinese wars, 

The Earl of CLanespon detailed the course taken by the late Government 
in reference to the Conspiracy Bu! and thedespatch of Count Walewsli, de- 
fending himself from the charge of not having answered it. The ditliculty 
of the Government in acting on the information it had in reference to the 
esiles was the want of legal evidence. The Conspiracy bill itself had been 
totally misrepresented. 

A short discussion ensued, in whieh Lord St. Leonard's, Lord Campbell, 
and Lord Brougham took part, principally on the different opinions of the 
@fliecacy of the existing law. 

Their Lordships then adjourned till the Lith of March.

The polling showed the advantaces of the two pues to he 
pretty nearly equal, for Sir Thomas Wilde only succeeded by a majority 
of nine. Ina month afterwards, the * pocket berewh” of Woodstock 
was placed at pir Frederick's service. OF course the opportunity was 
eagerly seized. Lis opening specch was against the policy of Lord 
Palmerston respecting the Chinese war, A short time after, he had a 
disagreeable duty to perform in defending Sir Jawes Graham against 
the indignation which greeted the discovery of the practice of opening 
and detaining certain letters in the Post Office. 

He spoke in most of the debates between 1840 and 1844, and joined 
the late Sir Robert Peel on his change of poliey respeeting the corn 
laws, In the latter year, Sir Frederick was appointed Solicitor- 
General, and his acceptance of office cost him his seat for Wood- 
stock. He stood no chance of being re-elected, as the Marquis of 
Blandford (the Duke of Marlborough'’s son) was in want of the 
lace. Thanks to the self-denial of Mr. Duffield, the then Member 
for Abingdon, who resigned in fayour of the new Solicitor-General, 
he was enabled to resume his seat in the House of Commons. Two 
ears after, the death of Sir William Vollett gaye an opportunity for 
urther advancement, and Sir Frederick was made Attorney-General 
He did not, however, hold the situation | us the Ministry of his 
friend and patron, Six Robert Peel eame to an end in duly, 18t6, 
Had it lasted only a few days longer, Sir Frederick Thesiger would 
have been elevated to the bene.

When the general election of 1832 occurred, Sir Frederick relin- 
quished his seat for Abine lon and was returned for the borough of 
Stamford. In this year too, the Learned Advocate was re-appointed 
to the office of Attorney-General, and be continued its funetions until 
the fall of Lord Derby's Government in the month of December 
following. 

Among his brethren of the law, Tord Chelmsford is not eon- 


sidercd a weighty authority. al/liough he was acknowledged to be a bril- | 


liant advocate, and to possess uneonnmoen taet in the business of his 
profession. 

Not one lawyer ina hundred conquers a first-rate position in the 
House of Commons as a speaker, and Sir Frederick Thesiger was no 
exception to the rule. GL course he spoke clearly, without boweling or 
hesitation, and with perfect eae. And mercover lie had the advantaze 
of a tall, handsonw person, and all the weight which a high position at 
the bar, status in society, and political reputation could give him; but 
still he was not an ellective speaker, Indeed he could hur hold the 
House together, and seidom, if ever, elicited applause. ‘The House 
was always decorous and quict when he spoke. Nobody ever thought of 
showing signs of impaticnee, and much less would anyone think of 
groaning him down, or of uttering even the faintest Oh, oly’ but 
yet members would stroll out ot the House, and however full it might 

e when Sir Frederick arose, it was sure to get thirmer and thinner as 
he went on, in rl nated the most mysterious manner. ‘The cause we 
believe was that there was some al serve of earnestness in Sir Frederick's 
speeches, that it was impossible to fool that he eared the value of a 
straw for the cause that he was advocating, even if he believed in it;

ENGINEERS. 

Tur intelligence of the death of Lieutenant p;.C. 

Home, of the Bengal Engineers, who so highly distin - 

himself by his gallant conduct as the leader of 


the brave nd which blew in the Cashmere Gate ot 
Dell has awakened feelings of the deepest regret 
amonyst those to whom this young officer was personally 
know! and at the present moment a short sketch of 


his brict career will, we feel satistied, not be uninterest- 
ing to the general public. 

Punean Charles Home was born at Jubbulpore, in 
June, 182 i was the eldest surviving son of Major- 
General Richard Home, of the Bengal Army. His mother 
was the daughter of the late Lieutenant-Colonel Charles 
Fraser, of the Bengal Cavalry, who was for some years 
on the personal staff of the Marquis of Wellesley, then 
Governor-General of India, She was the niece of the 
late Mr. Charles Grant, long chairman of the Court of 
Directors of the Hon. East India Company; and her 
brother, Mr. Simon Fraser, Commissioner of Delhi, was 
one of the first victims of the mutiny there 

Lieut. Home received his education in England, and 
Was al s distinguished by his steady good conduct, and 
excellent abilities. Through the kindness of the late 
Mr. Warden, an East India Director, he obtained, in 
1845, an Addiseombe cadetship, carried off most ot the 
principal prizes from that institution, and left it as first 
engincer of his term After completing his military 
education at Chatham, he sailed for Bengal in July, 1848, 
and proceeded, immediately on his arrival, to join the 
army, under General Whish, before Mooltan, arriving 
in time to witness the surrender of that fortress. He 
was afterwards present at the battle of Goojerat, and for 


these services received a medal and clasp. 

Subsequently he was employed on the Ganges | anal, 
under Sir Proby Cautley, K.C.B., till 1852, when he was 
appointed to the first division of the Baree Doab Canal, 
the important duties of which he conducted with great 
veal, intelligence, and credit, under Colonel Napier, until 
his departure for Delhi. In June last he received an 
order to organise three companies of Sappers and Miners 
(of 100 men each) from the workmen (Muzbees) in his 
employ ; on the very day after the order reached him, 
the whole three companies were equipped, and marched 
trom his station (Madhipore) towards Delhi. As all 
these men knew him well, he was anxious to have had 
the command of them, but the appointment had already 
been promised to another officer, In July, however, 
his wish was gratified, as he then received an order 
to proceed with two more companies of Muzbees to 
join the army before Delhi. He started immediately, 
and, by making forced marches of twenty miles a day, 
arrived at the camp about the same time as General 
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Nicholson's force, From that time until the fall of the LIEUT. Db. C. HOME, B.E., ONE OF THE HEROES OF THE CASHMERE 


rebel city he was continually employed. He had charge 

of the construction of one of the ‘first breaching bat- 

teries on the right (which was completed in one night), 

and also of the battery nearest the city (only 140 

yards from the walls), which breached the Water Bastion, and with 
which he remained till the assault. His gallant conduct at the Cash- 
mere Gate, which gained for him the proud distinction of the Victoria 
Cross, has been already related in detail in the admirable despatch of 
Colonel Baird Smith, C.B., dated September 17, 1857, and was mentioned 
with marked approbation by the Governor-General in Council. He it 
was who headed the little band of heroes, who in broad daylight advanced 
to their perilous duty ; he was the first to cross the ruined drawbridge, 
and, undera murderous fire from the open wicket, to place the powder bags 
against the gate, and when the explosion had taken effect (having es- 
caped unhurt) he made the bugler repeat the signal for the advance of

the column three times, fearing it might not be heard in the tumult ot 
the assault. When the victorious army had entered the city, owing to 
the numerous casualties among the engineers, Lieutenant Home was 
found to be the third senior officer for duty; he was therefore attached 
to the left column of assault, and by him was satisfactorily performed 
the duty of blowing in the gates of the palace at noon-day on the 20th 
of September, _ From Delhi he ivanell with Colonel Greathed’s move- 
able column to Bolundshuhur, and after the action which was fought there 
with the rebels, was employed in the destruction of the defences of the de- 
serted Fort of Malaghur, where he met with the fatal accident which ter- 
minated in a moment his brief but glorious career, on October 1, 1857.
